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GREAT BRITAIN ATTEMPTS 
TO JUSTIFY HER ACTION 


London, December 15.—A parllamentary 
paper giving the correspondence relat- 
ing to Venezuelan affairs was issued this 
afternoon. It began with a memoran- 
dum which, after recounting the exist- 
ing causes of complaint against Ven- 
ezuela, says: ; 

“Besides these specific outrages and 
grounds for complaint there are causes 
in which British subjects and companies 
have long claims against Venezuela. 
The Venezuelan government declined to 
accept the explanations and assurances 
of his  majesty’s government in regard 
to the Ban Righ as in any way modi- 
fying the situation. As a result the 
position of his majesty’s legation at Ca- 
racas is rendered quite impracticable for 
diplomatic purposes, as all representa- 
tions, protests and remonstrances now 
remain disregarded and unacknowl- 
edged.’”’ 

The correspondence, which dates to De- 
cember 2, shows that so early as July 
23 Germany tentatively mentioned the 
Venezuelan difficulties, and Foreign Sec- 
retary Lansdowne replied that he would 
be quite ready to confer with the view 
of joint action. On August 16 Lord Lans- 
dowtta wartred the admiralty ‘to ‘prepare 
for putting pressure on Venezuela, add- 
ing: 

“The German ambassador, Count Wolff 
Mitternich, has suggested that the two 
powers concerned should partake in a 
joint naval demonstration.” 

On August 1 the British min- 
ister, Mr. Haggard, notified Lord 
Lansdowne that he had personally 
presented to the acting foreign 
minister a note recording his formal pro- 
test against the ‘intolerable conduct of 
the Venezuelan: government,’’ stating 
that unless prompt compensation was 
paid to the injured persons she would 
take the necessary steps to exact repa- 
ration. Mr. Haggard concludes: 

“The minister accepted the note quiet- 
ly. His final remark was that they were 
‘ysed, to these communications.’ I said 
that might be the case, but not from 
England.”’ 

Mr. Haggard on August 4 informed 
Lord Lansdowne that the Venezuelan 
foreign minister had definitely stated 
that “until the Ban Righ matter is set- 
tled satfsfactorily to the interests of 
both nations the Venezuelan government 
cannot entertain any question of the 
other subjects. On September 27 Vice 
Admiral Douglass suggested to the ad- 


miralty that it might be necessary in 
bringing effective pressure on Venezuela 
to blockade the ports of La Guayra, 
Puerto Cabello and Maracaibo toward 
the end of November and seize all Ven- 
ezuelan gunboats “until the demands are 
complied with.’’ 

Lord Lansdowne, under date of Octo- 
ber 22, says the blockede is “‘‘fopen to 
some objection,’”’ but he indorses the 
seizure of the vessels. 

In the next communication, dated No- 
vember 11, Lord Lansdowne notified 
Charge D’Affaires Buchanan at Berkn 
that Germany is prepared to join Great 
Britain in a final warning, and that it 
has been agreed that the first step should 
be the seizure of Venezuelan vessels. 

‘*‘As to the joint execution of measures 
of coercion,.’’ says Lord Lansdowne, ‘‘the 
German government’ recognized that 
there was a sharp distinction in the char- 
acter of the British and German claims 
and that nevertheless the two claims 
ofight to stand or fall together and that 
we ought to exclude the possibility of'a 
settlement between Venezuela and one 
af the two powers without an equally 
satisfactory settlement of the other. 

Further communication to Mr. Buc- 
hanan occurred November 17. Lord Lans- 
downe said that Germany concurred in 
the view that any joint action ‘sbould 


be maintained until the demands of both 


governments are satisfied. 

Mr. Haggard, on November 17, told Lerd 
Lansdowne that Venezuela had reiterated 
that it considered the Ban Righ ques- 
tion and facilities afforded the revolu- 
tlonaries by the authorities at Trinidad 
to be all-important and would be much 
gratified if Great Britain would express 
some desire for arriving at an under- 
standing on the subject, adding that 
Venezuela. “therefore appeals ‘to the 
sense of fairness of the British govern- 
ment.”’ ; 

After settling with Germany the mode 
of proceedure and the instructions to be 
sent to the naval commanders, ‘Lord 
Lansdowne on November 27 informed Mr. 
Haggard thereof and gave instructions 
as to his course regarding. the presenta- 
tion of the ultimatum and the minister's 
departure from Caracas, which have been 
since followed out. 

The foreign. office, on November 28, 
asking the admiralty to forward specific 
instructions to Vice Admiral Douglass, 
adds: 

“Should the British legation be with- 
drawn from Caracas, it is probable that 
British interests in Venezuela would be 
placed in charge of the United States 
minister.”’

The Venezuelan government announces 
that Great Britain has opened the navi- 
gation of the Orinoco river. The war- 
ships patrol the mouth of the river and 
the river itself. This measure applies 
only to foreign ships. Vessels flying the 
Venezuelan flag are excluded. 

The patriotic parade here vesterday 
passed off without any extraordinary in- 
cidents. President Castro dyring the day 
visited the Tomb of Bolivar, 

The government reported that the Ger- 
man cruiser Panther is going to Mara- 
caibo to destroy the forts there. 

Fear a Bombardment. 

Minister Bowen, at the request of the 
Dutch minister, Dr. Von Leyden, who 
is sick at Curacao, has taken charge of 
the Dutch interests here, 

The leading merchants of La Guayra 
arrived here last night, announcing that 
owing to the fear it would be shelled 
they left. 

At 6 o'clock yesterday afternoon four 
loud explosions alarmed the city of 
Puerto Cabello. On investigation it was 
found that British marines had blown up 
the subterranean prison cells of Castle 
Libertador with dynamite. They also 
burned the wooden building surrounding 
the castle and carried away everything 
that could be transported. After the 
bombardment of the forte at Puerto 
Cabello and the landing of marines on 
the island where the castle is situated, 
the forces of the powers acted just as 
though they were at home, causing great 
indignation among the  Venezuelans. 
When everything had been destroyed the 
marines reembarked. The Venezuelan 
government warship Miranda escaped the 
Viguance of the German cruisers Faike 
and Panther, which were searching for 
her, and arfived at Maracaibo yesterday. 

Manifesto by Castro. 

The following presidential manifesto is 
now being profusely distributed here: 

“Another act of very grave nature on 
the part of the perfidious foreigner has 
just been effected against the city of 
Puerto Cabello, viz.: The bombardment 
of that port by the combined fleet of 
England and Germany without any 
previous declaration of war or the ful- 
fillment of any of the formalities estab- 
lished by law for carrying on an act of 
force:

Washington, December 15.—Minister 
Bowen has confirmed the press reports 
that the guns of the allied fleet which 
bombarded Puerto Cabello yesterday were 
directed entirely at the fortifications and 
not at the town. ; 

Regrettable as it was, the statement 
relieves the affair of the first suspicion 
that it constituted a violation of inter- 
national law in the fact that twenty-four 
hours’ notice was not served of the. bom- 
bardment. The requirement as to notice 
applies to unfortified or fortified towns 
where the fire must be directed upon the 
inhabitants, and this was not the case at 
Puerto Cabello, so that while the officials 
here regret that the firing took place, 
they have as yet no cause to protest. 

But it is not probable that the United 
States wil) break its attitude of inactivity 
in the event an attempt is made to en- 
force the “‘peaceful blockade” toward an 
American ship. When the allies were 
considering the ways and means of bring- 
ing Venezuela,to terms and:a blockade of 
this character had been decided upon, :the 
German government informed the United 
States that when the blockade was. as- 
tablished it wouid turn back.all: shipping, 
though no effort would be made to seize 
the ships. The United States government 
made no response to this statement at the 
time (last vear) not feeling called on to 
do so before the. presentation. of an ac- 
tual case, But now that the blockade is 
Sought to be established Secretary Hay 
has informed the German government 
that American ships should not be inter- 
fered with except the inhibition applies 
to all shipping, and further, the 
note intimates a disapproval of stoppage 
at all. In so doing the state department 
is following a precedent, for during the 
effort of the powers to establish a *“*neace- 
ful blockade” of Crete in 1898, Secretary 
Sherman formally recorded a refirsal to 
be bound by it. It happened that no 
American ship had occasion to enter a 
Cretan port during the brief period the 
blockade was in force, so the issue was 
not made then, but in the present case 
with regular lines of American steamers 
entering Venezuela ports at short intér- 
vals, a test case may soon follow. It {fs 
within the legal right of the allies to 


close these ports, but probably this can 
be accomplished without protest on our 
part only after a formal declaration of 


war. The hope is growing here that such 
a declaration can, after all, be. averted, 
owing to the energy with which Mr. 
Bowen has acted. 

The proposal of President Castro to the 
allied parties for a peaceful settlement 
was suggested’ by Mr. Bowen, and it 
came to the state department through his 
hands. It has been forwarded to London 
and Berlin through the embassies here, 
and as both Great Britain and Germany 
have hitherto professed a desire to set- 
tle the issue peaceably it is hoped that 
they will avail of this opportunity. The 
proposal did not mention the method of 
arbitration, nor the lrmitations, and the 
point of doubt which may prevent the 
acceptance of the scheme is believed to 
be Castro’s unwillingness to be bound in 
advance by the recognition of the prin- 
ciple of Hability; he would leave the ar- 
bitrators to determine whether he is 
Hable or not at all. 

It has developed that the reason for the 
delay in the consideration of President 
Cagtro’s proposal to arbitrate the dis- 
putes with Great Britain and Germany 
was the absence from London of Lord 
Lansdowne, the British minister for for- 
eign affairs. It appears that this prop- 
osition had more than a perfunctory in- 
dorsement by the United States govern- 
ment. Mr. Bowen having asked permis- 
sion to endeavor to settle the matter by 
arbitration, Secretary Hay not only 
promptly accorded’ the. permission, but 
went to the length of himself dispatch- 
ing the proposal, which, up to that point, 
had been rather vague and informal, to 
the #ritish and German governments. 

Secretary Hay was in conference at the 
white house for a short time with the 
president today regarding Venezuelan af- 
fairs. Senator Cullom and Representa- 
tive Hitt, the heads of the two commit- 
tees .on foreign affairs of congress, also 
saw the president, but it was stated 
that little: attention was given to Venez- 
uela. 

Among senators and representatives 
who have discussed the Venezuelan mat- 
ter with President Roosevelt, the situa- 
tion is regarded as serious, but it is not 
generally believed to be likely that the

Five’ Hundred Men Have Vol- 
unteered To Serve Little 
Republic 
MANY VOLUNTEERS WISH 
TO PAY THEIR EXPENSES 


Office of Venezuelan Consul in New 
York Being Crowded by Scrap- 
Loving Americans—No Ar- 


rangements for Expe- 
dition Made Yet. 


New ‘York, December 15.—(Special.)— 
“Give me five thousand men armed with 
modern rifies and I will defend Venez- 
uela against all England and Ger- 
many.”’ 

This declaration was made today by 
a prominent Venezuelan in the office’ of 
Consul Gonzales Esteves while Ameri- 
cans were crowding to offer their serv- 
ices to fight for the little republic. 

Five hundred men of the five thousand 
have already volunteered and have been 
enrolled for service, subject to permigsion 
being received from President Castro toe 
accept them. 

“IT can do nothing officially until I get 
permission,” said Consul Esteves. “But 
I am preparing as best I can. We. were 
taken completely by surprise and have 
no arms ready if we had a filibustering 
expedition organized. 

“Many of the five hundred who have 
applied have offered to pag their own 
expenses,’”’ said Consul Esteves. ‘“‘We are 
taking the names and addresses so that 
if we are authorized to accept. their 
services they can be reached at short 
notice. We are deeply grateful for the 
active sympathy expressed toward us in 
this crisis.” 

There are men in touch with the con- 
sul’s office who stand ready to navigate 
any filibustering expedition that may be 
fitted up to get arms and men to Presi- 
dent Castro. : 
The local customs house is paying no 
atténtion to ary alleged movement In ~ 
that direction, nor will it do so until 
Washington gives the order. Ships are 
clear for Venezuelan ports as usual. 

“If we get notice of a blockade,” said’ 
Collector Stranahan today, “we shall re- 
fuse to clear for the blockade ports, but 
we can do nothing until our government 
recognizes that a state of blockade ex- 
ists. If any filibustering expedition at- 
tempts to escape from this harbor they 
will be attended to by the revenue cut- 
ters after the blockade is declared.”

Washington, December 16.—Whatever 
doubt existed In Nicaragua as to the in- 
tention of Colombia to carry out her 
threat to attack her as soon as her own 
revolutionary movement has been settled 
has been removed by the receipt of ad- 
vices from a semi-~official source that Co- 
lombian officers at Panama and Colon 
mre steadiy but quietly making ready 
for an invasion of Nicaragua.

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DEWEY SAILS 
FOR CULEBRA 


Great Preparations Being 
Made for Mock Naval 
Battle. 


San Juan, Porto Rico, December 16.— 
Admiral Dewey, commanding the battle 
ship fleet, with the exception of the Mas- 
sachusetts, sailed for Culebra this morn- 
ing and engaged the vessels in tacticai 
evolutions. The warships will return here 
at 4 o'clock. These evolutions are pre- 
liminary to the great exercises which are 
to follow the holidays. 

The details of the blockade problem are 
announced.

Effect of Parliamentary Paper. 

London, DéeGember 16.—The issue of the 
parliamentary papers has, to a consid- 
erable extent, but not altogether, abated 
the public impatience with the govern- 
ment. The grounds of Great Britain's 
complaint against Venezuela are held to 
be barely sufficient to fully justify the 
employment of force to obtain satisfac- 
tion. 

The feeling against the goverrment, 
however, for too readily linking itseir to 
Germany, whose claims are supposed to 
be purely financial, still runs high. This 
strong feeling is an outcome of appre- 
hension that some impulsive action by 
Germany might endanger the good feel- 
ing existing between Great Britain and 
the United States. 

In this light many newspapers protest 
most strongly and it is asked what would 
happen should Germany try to defy the 
Monroe doctrine and obtain a footing in 
South America. In short, ail the oppo- 
sition newspapers, as well as many of 
those in sympathy with the government, 
contend that the*friendship of the United 
States is too precious to be risked q@ther 
for Germany or Venezuela. For this 
reason great hopes are entertained that 
Venezuela's proposal to arbitrate may 
lead to an amicable settlement of the 
difficulty. 

With the exception of what is termed 
Lord Cranborne’'s unfortunate remarks 
about it being Great Hritain’s duty to 
police the nations, general approval | is 
expressed this morning with the tone of 
the government’s explanations. 

During the course of the debate in the 
rouse of commons, Henry Norman (Lib- 
eral) warned the government of the per- 
ils whieh might possibly resuit from a 
sudden, change in American feeling. Great 
Britaim may even now approach the 
United States with a request for that 
country’s friendly offices.

Senate Took No Action, but Report 
Had Effect During Former Ven- 
ezuelan Trouble — South 
American Diplomats 
Visiting Hay. 


Washington, December 15.—The South 
and Central American diplomatic repre- 
sentatives here are in a state of anxiety 
over the Venezuelan situation that finds 
expression in frequet calls at the .stat® 
department for information. No less 
than six ministerg were among Secreta- 
ry’ Hay’s visitors today, although tuis 
was not diplomatic reception day. 

Secretary Hay was in conference at 
the white house for a short time with the 
president today regarding Venezuelan 
affairs. Senator Cullom and Representa- 
tive Hitt, the heads of the two commit- 
tees on foreign affairs of congress also 
saw the president, but it was stated taat 
little attention was given to. Venezuela. 

Arong senators. and _ representatives, 
who have discussed the Venezuelan ques- 
tion with President Roosevelt, the situa- 
tion is regarded as serious, but it is not 
generally believed likely that the United 
States will become involved in the Con- 


troversy. 

Tne senate committee on foreign rela- 
tions made a declaration of the’ Monroe 
doctrine when tne agitation over the 
Schomburg line in Venezuela was intense. 
On January 20,;. 1896, the late Senator 
Davis reported the declaratory resolution 
from these committees. Senator Gray, 
chairman of the anthracite strike com- 
mission, announced that the report was 
not the unanimous action of the commit- 
tee. Tne senate never took any action on 
any of the report. 

Senator Davis said the action of the 
committee was a notice to foreign na- 
tions and was sufficiently effective with- 
out any vote of the senate. The resolution 
as reported follows: 

‘Concurrent resolution relative to the 
assertion and enforcement of the Monroe 
doctrine, 

“Resolve by the senate (the house of 
representatives concurring),Taat,whereas, 
President Monroe in his message to con- 
gress of December 2, A. D., 1823, deemed it 
proper to assert as a principle in which 
the rights and interests of the United 
States are involved that the American 
continents, by the free and independent 
condition which taey have assumed and 
maintained - were thenceforth not to be 
considered as subjects for future colont- 
zation by any Européan power; and, 

‘Whereas, President.Monroe further de- 
clared in that message that the United 
States would consider any attempt by 
the allied powers of Europe to extend 
their system to any portion of this 
hemisphere as dangerous to our peace ami 
society; that with the existing colonies 
and dependencies of any European pow- 
er we have not interfered and would not 
interfere, but that with the governments 
who have declared their independence 
and maintained it and whose indepen- 
dence we have, on great oremeentien and 
just principles, acknowledged, we could 
not view any interposition for the purpose 
of oppressing them or controlling in any 
other manner their destiny by any Euro- 
pean power in any other light than as 
the manifestation of an unfriendly dispn- 
sition toward the United States, and fur- 


‘ther reiterated in that messages that it is 


impossible that the allied powers should

“‘Whereas, The doctrine and policy so 
proclaimed by President Monroe have

France Looks to United States. 

Paris, December 15.—Senor Maububour- 
guet, the diplomatic agent of Venezuela, 
today gave out the text of President 
Castro’s speech delivered to the people 
before the palace of Caracas yesterday 
urging them not to resort to reprisals 
against the British and Germans and 
appealing to the people to preserve calm 
while the two great powers of Europe 
“placed themselves in the attitude of 
pirates.’’ 

Otherwise the official version follows 
the dispatch of the Associated Press of 
yesterday from Caracas, giving the text 
of the president's speech. 

The Venezuelan situation continues to 
absorb the attention of the public and 
the press. 

The French government keeps advised 
from Caracas, jout has not given out any 
additional developments. 

The Temps today, at the conclusion of 
a lengthy review of the situation, says: 

“The time has arrived when the United 
States should exercise its legitimate 
moral influénce in the western hemis- 
phere by offering medtation, which Ven- 
ezuela will gladly accept, and Germany 
and Great Britain could not with good 
grace reject,” ¢ 

Prinetti Makes Statement. 

Rome, December 15.—In the chamber of 
deputies today Foreign Minister Prinetti, 
replying to an _ interpellation, 
statement on the sitbject of Italy's atti- 
tude toward Venezuela. He reviewed the 
cause leading up to the Anglo-German 
action and said: 

“Italy on her side claims damages 
for her citizens who sustained losses 
during the insurrection which has dis 
turbed the republic since April. The Italian 
minister at Caracas haying exhausted all 
efforts to bring about a friendly adjust- 
ment, presented a list of claims reduceé to 
a minimum of 2,810,258 bolivars.’’ 

Continuirg, the foreign minister said 
that further considerable damages to 
Italians in* Venezuela had been caused 
during the last revolution, but that the 
amount of the damages had not yet been 
ascertained. As sodn as he was inform- 
ed of the Anglo-German action he ad- 
dressed London and Berlin, proposing to 
particihate in the measures these coun- 
tries were about to undertake to collect 
similar claims, and his proposition was 
favorably received. In conclusion Signor 
Prinetti said: 

“I think this statement will reassure 
my countrymen; they will have the same 
efficacious protection that British and 
German subjects enjoy.” 

The prime minister was followed by 
Deputy Santini, who expressed confidence 
in the governinent’s policy, and urged ac- 
cord with Germany and Great Britain. 
The deputy warned the Italian govern- 
ment to “watch the United States, whose 
‘mperialism is a political and commercial 
menace to Hurope, and especially to 
Italy, the weakest of the great powers.” 

Deputy Santini declared that the ener- 
getic attitude had sent the Monroe doc- 
trine sky high, as the United States un- 
derstood it was not dealing with poor 
Spain. The speaker recommended that 
further reinforcements be sent to Venezu- 
elan waters. 

The chamber was ani ted in view of 
the pre-announcement of Signor Prinetti’s 
statement, during which United tates 
Ambassador Meyer occupied a seat in the 
diplomatic Dox.

The sanitary department of the muni!- 
dpality and the finance committee of the 
counci] of 1902 have settled their differ- 
ences, and the board of health will con- 
tinue to operate the department until 
the end of the year, .reducing expenses 
as much as possible and trusting in the 
fnance committee to furnish money from 
_week to week to meet the pay rolls and 

pay the other expenses of that branch 

of the city government. 
All of which was accomplished by the 
introduction of an ordinance which took 
the sanitary department away from the 
poard of health and gave it tp the sani- 
tary committee of council to be operated 
by the committee until the end of the 


ear. 
This omdinance was introduced after a 
special meeting of the financé committee 
had been held. counci] taking a recess 
of ten minutes for the rnurpose; and after 
members of-the sanitary @ommittee and 
members of the board of health had 
talked for some time together. 

The introduction of the ordinance was 
quickly followed by a statement by Dr. 
W. Cc. Jarnagin, president of the board 
of health, that the board was willing 
te withdraw its ultimatum, and that 
statement was followed by the with- 
drawal of the ordinance by Councilman 
Kontz, chairman of the finance commit- 
tee, who had presented it for the com- 
mittee. 

The ultimatum referred to js the 
lution adopted by the board of health 
during its meeting of last Friday, -in 
which the members of the board declined 
to reduce expenses either by dropping 
men or cutting their pay. The board

mittee furnished money and to cease op- 
erations when the money gave out. 

This the finance committee met with 
the ordinance which would .have given 
the sanitary committee of council entire 
charge of the sanitary department and 
the board promptly agreed to make 
friends. 

After the reading of the ordinance, 
Councilman: Kohtz said that the finance 
committee did not intend wounding the 
feelings of members of the board of 
health. 

Dr. W. C. Jarnagin, president of the 
board, stated taat the board is willing to 
withdraw the ultimatum. 

“If the counci) directs,” he said, 
are willing to redatce the force. 

“The members of the board are ur- 
willing to continue work without some 
positive assurance that the bills we con- 
tract will be paid.

TRIED TO KILL HIMSELF. 


Shame and Remorse Causes Tom 
Adams, Colored, To Become 
Desperate. 


Filled with shame and remorse because 
he was arrested, Tom Adams, a young 
negro man who was arrested for being 
drunk last night, attempted to commit 
Suicide by hanging himself with his sus- 
penders at the police barracks within 
a few minutes after being locked up. 

Turnkey Terry and the negro station 
janitor, Adam Woodward, heard a terri- 
ble commoticn in the negro city ward 
about 9 o’clock, and going back, found 
about ten dark-skinned prisoners in a 
State of desperate fear, and each in a 
most excited manner trying to tell that 
one of their number was in his cell 
Suspended from the iron bars by his 
*‘galluses.’’ 

The janitor hurried in the cell and 
found the negro Tom Adams dangling by 
his neck and almost choked to death. 
He was cut down by the janitor and 
Stretched out on the iron bunk. 

About an hour later the negro regained 
consciousness, and when asked why he 
wished. to end his life he said that he 
was the only support of his widowed 
mother and he could not stand the shame 
of being locked up in the barracks. He 
begged the janitor to shoot a _ bullet 
through his brain.

COUNCIL TAKES * 
UP FRANCHISES 


Car Company 


|} Matter Was Not Disposed of Before 
It Had Been Fully Aired—Other 
Matters Discussed During 
the Meeting Yesterday 
Afternoon. 


= * 


The general council of 1902, which took 
up the street railway question at the 
first meeting of January, devoted a con- 
siderable portien of its last routine busi- 
ness meeting, which was held yesterday 
afternoon, to.discussing this same street 
car question. 

The discussion arose over the favor- 

able report of the committee on electric 
and other railways, of which Council- 
man Reed ts chairman, upon the appli- 
cation of the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Company for two new franchises, 
one on Elizabeth street for a distance of 
one block and one on Piedmont avenue 
for a distance of about one block. The 
Elizabeth street franchise is wanted in 
order that double tracks may be laid 
in Inman Park, and the Piedmont ave- 
nue franchise is desired in order that a 
new entrance may be had to the car 
barn on Edgewood avenue. 
, The two franchises were finally adopt- 
ed as they came from the committee, 
but not until after there had been many 
wordy tilts between the members of the 
body. Councilman Kontz and Council- 
man Styron gave notice of a motion to 
reconsider at the next regular meeting, 
and unless the ordinance goes through 
couneil and the aldermanic board dur- 
ing the first meeting of January and im- 
mediately regeives the approval of the 
mayor, it will be dead. 

When the report was submitted Alder- 
man Longino said he was opposed to 
giving any more franchises to the com- 
pany until it operates the ones it now 
has. He moved to refer the matter to 
the hext council. 

Councilman Koentz said the clty has 
things the street car company wants and 
the car company has things the city 
wants. He favored making a trade with 
the company. 

Alderman Terfy presented an amend- 
ment providing that the franchise be in- 
operative until all discontinued lines or 
portions of lines be restored. This 
amendment was subsequently defeated. 

Councilman Key moved that the Terry 
amendment be referred with the mayor's 
communication on poor car service to the 
committee on electric and other rail- 
ways of the council of 1903. He gave 
council the benefit of his views, saying 
that the committee of the next council 
should go into the question with much 
circumspection and particularity. He 
belleved that councilmen should give the 
car company a fair and respectful hear- 
ing. | 

Alderman Woodward called attention to 
the fact that council had at previous 
meetings given permission to the car cOm- 
pany to tear up certain portions of the 
street railway system. The Terry amend- 
ment, he said, conflicted with this. 

Councilman Reed made a defense of the 
report of the committee and reminded 
council that Councilman Kontz at the 
previous meeting had moved the refer- 
ence of the measure to the committee. 

Councilman Reed called for the pre- 
vious question in conclusion. 

The first vote was upon the motion of 
Alderman Longino to refer to the coun- 
cil of 190%, which was tabled by a vote 
of 15 to 4, 

The next vote was on the amendment 
of Alderman Terry, which was lost by 
a vote of 16 to 3. 

The ordinance granting the two fran- 
chises was then adopted by no one voting 
in the negative. Councilmen Kontz and 
Styron gave notice of a motion to recon- 
sider. 

City Owns Badger Street. 

The committee on electric and other 
railways also submitted a report declaring 
that Badger street belongs to the city 
and not to the Georgia railroad, and 
recommending that it “be held as city 
property. The recommendation was 
adopted. 

The committee recommended that the 
question involving the discontinuance of 
certain lines by the Georgia Rallway and 
Electric Company be referred to the coun- 
cil of 1908. The recommendation was 
adopted. 

Upon the recommendation of the com- 

mittee council requested the trolley ¢om- 
pany to restore the former schedules on 
the West Mitchell street and West End 
. line. ' 
Councilman Winn presented a resolution 
requesting City ‘Attorney Mayson to file 
with the supreme court a Drief in the case 
of Roff against the city of Calhoun in 
order to assist that city. Councilman 
Winn explained how jmportant it is for 
Atlanta to have the city of Calhoun win 
its case. An adverse decision, he said. 
will prevent Atlanta from issuing $800,000 
of bonds next veer. 

The case is that in which the supreme 
court wants to hear arguments as to 
whether interest on the bonded indebt- 
edness of cities is considered a part of 
the bonded indebtedness. If the interest 
is a part of the debt Atlanta has already 
exceéded the limit of bonded indebted- 
ness. 

From Chairman Key, of the bridge com- 
mittee, came a resolution providing that 
the plans for the Peters street bridge be 
so changed as to make the structure two 
feet higher so as to have it conform with 
the plans of the Southern railway for a 
new freight depot at Peters street. 

After being amended on motion of Al- 
derman Woodward so as to require the 
Southern to file an acceptance of the 
change of plans within ten days, the reso- 
lution that..came from the bridge com- 
mittee was adopted. 

The ordinance committee, of which 
Councilman Winn is chairman, submitted 
an ordinance changing the last day for 
the payment of taxes from Ottober 10 
to October 1. Councilman Winn, fought 
the ordinance’ and it was referred to the 
ordinance committee of 1908.

‘WOMEN 10 VOTE 


Several Council Members 
Favor Granting Right of 
Equal Suffrage, 


Prominent and influential members of 
the general council; during. the meeting 
of yesterday afternoon, announced them- 
selves in favor of granting to the women 
of Atlanta the right of suffrage. 

The statement will be received with 
considerable surprise, and probably none 
will be more surprised than will the 
members of the Atlanta Equal] Suffrage 
Asscciation, who have started an active 
campaign for the movement, and who ex- 


pect to have something to say to the 
general assembly of the state during the 
meeting of next June. 

The following gentlemen gave their ap- 
proval to the movement during the ses- 
sion of yesterday afternoon: 

Mayor Livingston Mims, Alderman J. 
G. Woodward, of the third ward; Coun- 
cilman John C. Reed, of the third ward, 
and Councilman J. Frank Beck, of the 
fourth ward. 

The only member of council who de- 
ciared himself to be opposed to woman's 
suffrage was Councilman James L. Key, 
of the sixth ward, who declared he was 
opposed to mixing the women with the 
politics of the town. 

Councilman Beck did not make a 
speech, but heartily applauded when 
Mayor Mims announced’ ‘himself to be | 
unqualifiedly for giving women the right 
to vote on municipal questions 

Councilman Reed stated that Georgia 
is far behind the other states and coun- 
tries in this matter. He was for having 
council request the gengral assembly to 
take the necessary steps to change the 
constitution of the state in erder to ailow 
women to vote. 

From Mayor Mims came the special 
communication which caused the discus- 
sion. He inclosed a letter from the ladies 
of the Atlanta Equal Suffrage Associa- 
tion. There was some talk of referring 
the letter from the ladies, but Council- 
man Harwell insisted upon ‘the reading 
of it. The letter was read by City Cierk 
Campbell. : 

Alderman Welch moved to refer the 
letter to the committee on ordinances and 
legislation. 

Councilman Key moved, as a substitute, 
that the letter be referred to Mayor 
Mims for the purpose of having him make 
a special report. The mayor replied that 
he already favored giving women the 
right to vote. 

Councilman Beck applauded the senti- 
ment. Councilman Hi] seconded the mo- 
tion of Councilman Key. 

Alderman Woodward said that the con- 
stitution of Georgia prevVented women 
from voting in the state, and he there- 
fore suggested that a polite letter be 
written to the ladies, explaining this fact. 

Courcilman Reed made a strong plea 
for woman's suffrage. 

In speaking to a question of personal 
privilege. Alderman Woodward stated 
that he favored granting suffrage to those 
women who own property. He favored a 
property qualification for those who desire 
yoting. be they men or women. 

Councilman Key consented to withdraw 
his motion, and the motion of Alderman 
Welch to refer was unanimously adopted.

LOGAN'S LONG 
TERM IN THE PEN 


Sentences onVarious Counts 
| Amount to 130 Years at 
Hard Labor, 


Knoxville, Tenn., December 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—It is more than likely that Har- 
vey Logan, the alleged Montana train 
robber, who was recently convicted of 
having in his possession forged Mon- 
and of forging signa- 
tures to these bills, etc., will soon land 
in the Cincinnati jail. Judge Cc. D. 
Clark, of the United States circuit court, 
has just refused the appeal of Logan 
for a new trial, and it is now up to 
Judge H. H. Lurton, of the federal court 
of appeals, to pass upon Logan's writ 
of error, which was filed Saturday, seek- 
ing an appeal to the court of appeals. It 
is generally ‘believed that the claims for 
an appeal are insufficient to cause Judge 
Lurton to grant it and that Logan will 
undoubtedly have to serve his sentence, 
or at least stay in -confinement until 
the case is disposed of by the United 
States supreme court, in case the attor- 
neys should see fit to carny it to the 
highest tribunal. At all events, Judge 
Clark has announced that Logan is to be 
removed from the Knox county jail De- 
cember> 28 and is to go to Ohio. Some 
think he will be turned over to the 
United States marshal,in Cincinnati to 
hold him until Judge Lurton’s court is 
through with him. In that event he 
will be incarcerated in jail at Cincin- 
nati, Others are of the opinion that 
Logan will be taken: from here to Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, prison to serve out his 
twenty-year sentence. Judge Clefw on 
Saturday resentenced Logan, his motion 
for a new trial having been denied. The 
sentences on the various counts aggre- 
gated 130 years, but the court is allow- 
ing them to be served “concurrently.” 
He is also fined $5,000. 

Logan is one of the men identified as 
having robbed an express train at Wag- 
ner, Montana, July 3, 1991, when about 
$40,000 in unsigned national bank notes 
was stolen. The money was being ship- 
ped from the treasury at Washington to 
the National Bank of Montana, at Hel- 
ena, Montana.

15.—(Special.)\—The 
governor today appointed Samuel P. Dunn 
H. Mixon, — 
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The Future of the Democracy. 

Present calculation concerning the 
possible future of the democracy most 
naturally dates from the recent No 
vember returns from the people. Be- 
hind them “what is writ is writ” and 
the question that follows is: Do they 
afford a reasonable hope of an early 
successful campaign in behalf of dem- 
ocratic principles of government? 

The elections loosened the hold of 
the republican party upon the confi- 
dence of the country. The democrats 
made gains in popular representation 
against heavily adverse conditions. In 
a contest between a party offering 
rothing but just principles and one 
with a heavy purse and the power to 
give large bounties by legislation, the 
party of principle has its tents pitched 
today on territory formerly held by its 
enemy. There is inspiration and hope 
in the fact. And the most hopeful 
part of the fact is the evidence that 
the people are turning from fhe repub- 
lican paramount idea of politics for 
commercialism only! 

Since democratic principles have 
scored these gains against the odds op- 
posing them there is every reason for 
courageous democrats to believe that 
a harmonious and strenuous campaign 
for the same principles may be made 
popularly triumphant two years hence. 

There is a strong historic line of di- 


— 
— 


vision between the political and eco | 


nomic doctrines of the democratic and 
republican parties. Their doctrines 
are so radically antagonistic that those 
of the one party, whichever it may be, 
ean only be dominant in the govern- 
ment through the defeat of the other 
party. The democratic party, since 
1896, has been the party in defeat. 
How to lead it to victory again is and 
should be the serious concern of every 
petriotic democrat. 

Of course, any present discussion of 
ways and means to democratic victory 
in 1904 must proceed by barring the 
elements of disparity of campaign 
funds, coercion of the labor voters, the 
falsely gendered alarm of capital, etc., 
all of which are unknown quantities 
until they have been exploited to their 
fullest effect. Starting at the point 
where those factors are deemed elim- 
inated, the first question confronting 
the democrat is: 

“What is there to be done to enable 
all factions of the party to get to- 
gether?” 

The money standard of the country 
is no longer an issue. Whether set- 

tied rightly or wrongly, it is settled, 
for the present, at least. 

The safe and sensible democratic 
policy is to say nothing on the money 
question until it has something to say 
that will meet national necessities and 
auswer to a popular demand. 

It is only desirable, from the pres- 
ent point of view, to keep the currency 
free from extra-governmenta! control 
and give it that elasticity which, under 
wise governmental regulations, will 
keep the volume of it equal to national 
business requirements in any emerg- 
ency. 


“, To take this position now is not to 


impeach the patriotism of those dem- 
ocrats who in times past sought to 
relieve the business depression and 
currency famine of the nation through 
the remonetization and free coinage 
of silver. The popular demand, appar- 
ently, took that form and the exigen- 
cles of the situation pointed to those 
expedients as the logical and most 
available relief. That 6,500,000 voters 
fevored it as against 7,100,000 who 
condemned, proved that the party did 
not err very rashly in trying to meet 
that apparent demand.

American possessions is settled for 
all present purposes. , 

The only question remaining is how 
best to administer them for the mutual 
benefit of the Filipinos and ourselves? 
And that party that offers the best 
scheme of American control and Amer- 
icanization of the Filipinos consistent 
with the brogdest degree of free gov- 
ernment that can be safely given 
them will gain in the campaign 
whatever makeweight the Philippine 
problem can confer. 

What should the party stand for? 

It cannot stand for less than the 
core-principle of its existence—the 
principle that has made it an imperish- 
able party—and that is the popular 
right to handle the national purse for 
the greatest good to the masses. The 
exchequer is the heart of the nation. 
The revenues and expeditures of gov- 
ernment are to it as the pulses of blood 
in the human body. Plethora in one 
member of the body means poverty in 
the others—and poverty of the blood 
is a sickness to the whole organism. 
A fundamental doctrine af democ- 
racy is blood supply to the body poli- 
tic by a tariff for revenue. ‘Internal 
taxation has never been a democratic 
principle and has only been consented 
to in war exigencies and is only tol- 
erated now because of continuing war 
expenses in the shape of pensions, 
etc. 

The tariff affects the - living pro- 
cesses of all the _ people. The 
old fallacy that “the foreigner pays the 
tax” is dead beyond resurrection. The 
people know better today than ever 
before in American history that the 
consumer pays the tax and the issue 
that republican policy presents is that 
tax shall be paid tohome monopolists 
The people 
need and will ultimately demand fair 


trade, honest competition, with the ne- 


cessity of paying no more profits to a 
home producer than to any other 
trader. 

Therefore, let it be said that the 
party should stand: 

First—For tariff laws framed to pro 
duce the needed revenues of the gov- 
ernment over and above internal rev- 
enue receipts. The basis of the cus- 
tems taxes should be for revenue and 
the taxes should be so levied as not 
to burden any class or industry of cit- 
izens for the benefit of other cjasses 
or industries of citizens within the na- 
tion. Here the fundamental principle 
should rule that equal citizens are en- 
titled to equal rights and taxation 
should lay upon them equal burdens— 
no more and no less! = 
The democratic party does not de- 
mand: free trade for foreigners, but 
fair trade in home markets, whether 
the sellers be native or foreigners, for 
the benefit of the home consumer. 
Second—The democracy should de- 
mand unrestricted trade between all 
parts of the national dofmain. Tariff 
barriers between the states, territories 
or countries over which float the 
American flag are not understandable 
things to the Amerwan sense of true 
nationalism and true patriotism. As 
Porto Rico and the Philippines are our 
lands and peoples, and our flag is their 
flag, our laws, in a general way, should 
be their laws, and freedom of com- 
meérce should be theirs as fully as it 
exists between the states -and territo- 
ries on the home continent. Toe plan 
that now prevails is a foreign device 
and the logic that underlies it ig alien 
to every instinct of Americanism. We 
should stand for the tearing away of 
all such barriers to free intercourse be- 
tveen the subjects of the American 
sovereignty. 

Third—As regards. the trusts, the 
most direct way of affording relief to 
the whole body of the people at once 
is to impose the prosecution of specific 
trust offenses upon the civil and crim- 
inal arms.of the national judiciary and 
establish by law the policy of putting 
upon the “free list” of the tariff any 
product, raw or finished, that by rea- 
son of the tariff rate is made the sub- 
ject of trust monopoly. When it is 
once certain that the formation of a 
trust to contro] a produet will lead at 
orce to the removal of the tariff boun- 
ty upon its production and the open- 
ing of the home market to the pro- 
ducers of that class of products from 
any part of the world, the trust-forming 
habit will speedily shccumb to the 
treatment and the country at large 
will again enjoy the equality of rights 
and competition between individual 
and corporate producers that makes 
for honest prices and healthy trade. 
The free listing of trust monopolized 
goods is a proposition that should 
strike every patriotic consumer as a 
measure of justice and self-preserva- 
tion, 

The strong factor which helped the 
victories won by the democrats in No- 
vember was the growing knowledge of 
the people that “the tariff is the moth- 
e: of the trusts” and that byits terms 
those combinations are enabled to mo- 
nopolize industries, destroy competi- 
tion, beat down thé prices of Ameri- 
can raw materials, enhance prices ad 
libitum to the American consumer, 
and then unload surplus products upon 
foreign markets at figures that seduce 
the‘foreign consumer from using the 
products of his own country. When 
an American manufacturer can take 
his goods to Europe and undersell the

This fact: is.so plain to the common 
intelligence, and so defiant of any ac- 
ceptable justification, that it needs

Incidental issues will be declared 
upon as usual and in the spirit of con- 
servatism and progress that have char- 
acterized the party always in dealing 
with national concerns. 

But with unity of purpose among 
democrats in all sections of tae union 
t» accomplish the above specific 
things, when called to power, there 
should be ample fighting ground and 
splendid courage for the democracy 
in 1904. . 

How to obtain that unity of purpose 
among democrats is the condition 
precedent to party success. And no 
democrat should doubt for a moment 
how -that is to be had. The dividing 
question of the past must be ignored. 
Crimination and recrimination can 
never produce harmony in a party on 
earth or among angels in heaven. To 
abandon efforts for things no 
Icnger available does not argue 
a surrender .of principles or 
convictions. The general good should 
outweigh the individual preference 
where administrative’ policies alone 
are involved. Admitting that‘the par- 
ty has had divisions in the past, the 
way to unity now is not in demanding 
unconditional surrender by either of 
the sections. It is no more the duty of 
the one to fall back and eat airt than 
it is of the other. Leaving out of the 
agreement all question of the right- 
fulness or wrongfulness of past con- 
tentions, let all the members of the 


party come to one heart and one mind 


upon issues that affect the future and 
stand in solid phalanx as of old for 
living principles that affect the imme- 
diate and future needs of the repub- 
lic. This sort of compact and cam- 
paign is possible and to obtain them 
there should be patriotism and cour 
age enough in the party rank and file 
to put away from leadership any man 
or men wio factiously oppose that pro- 
gramme. 

The people of the nation have be- 
come within the last decade more con- 
cerned in measures and less in men 
and names than at any period of our 
history. When they are convinced 
that the democracy is the party that 
stands squarely and honestly for hu- 
man progress, for equal rights to all 
citizens, for the denial of special priv- 
ileges to individuals or corporations, 
and for the restoration of a govern- 
ment of the people economically ad- 
ministered for and by the people, in 
that hour it will triumph and the pure 
republican democracy of Jefferson, 
Jackson and Tilden once more become 
the creed and character of the nation. 

The Pacific Cable. 

The laying of the first American ca- 
ble across the Pacific ocean, the inau- 
guration ceremonies of which were 
celebrated recently in San Francisco, 
promises much for the development of 
our eastern trade, The cable ship is 
now engaged in paying out the electric 
tube between the Golden Gate and 
Honolulu, and it is expected that the 
connection that far will be completed 
by the beginning of the new year. The 
work progressing favorably according 
to the plans of the cable company, the 
line will.be in working order clear 


across to Manila by some time in| 


June next. The route will be via the 
American island of Guam. The length 
of the cable will be approximately 
10,000 nautical miles, and its comple- 
tion will provide direct telegraphic 
communication all arou the world 
from the United States.’ It is prom- 
ised that the vast circuit will be made 
in the short space of ten minutes. 
The United States, however, is not 
the pioneer in trans-Pacific cable 
building. Some two months ago the 
line of the British Pacific cable was 


opened for business between Vancou- 


ver, on the western coast of British 
America, and Sydney, Australia. It is 
said the first around-the-globe mes- 
sage via this cable was sent for the 
distinction of the thing by a Boston 
man, Novemberl. Not being a “rush” 
message, no haste was made any- 
where, and when it reached the send- 
er in Boston thirty-eight hours and 
twenty minutes had elapsed. The mes- 
sage, which read “Around the world,” 
cost $12 total telegraphic tolls. The 
route followed by this pioneer cable- 
gram embraced these points: San 
Francisco, Vancouver, Fanning Island, 
Fiji islands, Norfolk island, Australia, 
thence to Singapore, through India to 
the Red sea, across the Mediterranean 
to Paris and London, and finally over 
the Atlantic cable to Boston. 

The San Francisco cable will be 
doubly valuable since the United 


States adopted its policy of expansion: 


in the Pacific, affording ditect and 
rapid cummunication with our posses- 
sions, and thence to the coast of Asia. 
Its construction marks a great com- 
— and political epoch in our his- 
ory. 


CASE AGAINST NORTH STATE. 


South Dakota Wants a Day Fixed for 
Hearing. 

Washington, December 15.—In the case 
of the state of South Dakota v. The 
State of North Carolina, which holds a 
place on the “original’’ docket of the 
United States supreme court, the state- 
ment was made today in that court that 
all the depositions had been taken and 
the court was asked to fix a day for 
heating the case.

tween Germany and Engiand. 

The anti-German feeling in England is 
rather too intens: to be swept away easi- 
ly and quickly. What effect the Vene- 
zuela demonstration will have on the 
German people remains to be seen, though 
it is not difficult to surmise what the 
emperor hopes the result will be. Already 
The Cologne Gazette, a so-called inspir- 
ed journal, has printed a communication 
to the effect that while tt would be un- 
wise to base very high expectations in ths 
Anglo-Germen action in Venezuela, yet 
the existence of the understanding thereby 
shown shoukd be regarded with pleagure. 
There would be cause for rejoicing, it 
contirues,-should the united action make 
the relations between the two peorles 
more amicatie. 

Here, ther ‘<a hift as to important mo- 
tives asso i with the main purposes 
of the mo gainst Venezuela. The bit- 
terness in singiand against Germany and 
in Germany against England, is, no 
doubt, deplored by the government of 
each nation, as it tends to embarrass the 
official] relations of the governments. 
Bach, therefore, would be. glad of any 
event that would remove undue preju- 
¢ice without leading to unhappy complica- 
tions with ‘other nations. 


(New York Times.) 

The Venezuelan crisis renders it im- 
peratively necessary to broaden the 
scope of the Monroe principle. The 
United States must insist hereafter that 
the use of force by non-American na- 
tions in the collection of debts due their 
citizens by countr‘ers on the American 
continent cannot be permitted. This 
prohibition will necessitate a closer su- 
pervision by the United States over the 
acts of the countries in this hemisphere 
than it has hitherto taken, and will 
compe] us to bring more pressure than 
we have thus far attempted on those 
countries to constrain them to meet they 
obligations to the rest of the world. The 
second of these requirements is made 
necessary by the first-mentioned condi- 
tion. Enough vandalism has already 
been perpetrated by Germany and Eng- 
land—in which Germany, however, ap- 
pears to be the principal offender—to 
arouse the American people to the neces- 
sities of the new situation, and to point 
out the particulars in which the Mon- 
roe doctrine must be amended. Amend- 
ment, it can readily be seen, is necessary 
to the United States’ peace and safety.

Caracas, the Venezuelan. capital, is 
only seven miles distant frgm its sea- 
port, La Guayra, invested by the British 
and German fleets; but it is over 3,000 
feet above the sea level. The railroad 
connecting the two places is 24 miles

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AND EXPRESS HAS BEGUN 
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Postmaster Blodgett Tells 
How To. Mail Pack- 
ages. 


With a view to giving the general pub- 
Hic every possible assistance in the way 
of properly handling the Christmas mail, 
Postmaster Blodgett has formulated 
6o0me suggestions which, if read and di- 
gested by those whom they affect, will 
result satisfactorily to all concerned. 
Packages will be forwarded with dis- 
patch and the postoffice clerks will have 
less to ‘worry them if these rules are ob- 
served. 

In order to more effectually dispose of 
the heavy mail that will pass through 
the Atlanta postoffice each day from now 
until the end of the month, a force of six- 
teen extra clerks and twelve extra car- 
riers is to be employed. Five of the 
extra clerks will begin work tomorrow, 
while the remaining clerks and the extra 
carriers ‘will start in bright and early 
Saturday morning. 

The extra clerks are, for the most part, 
to be assigned. to duty at the various 
stb-stations of the postoffice in different 
sections of the city. These extra men 
will be on duty until December 31, when, 
it is expected, the holiday rush will be 
at an end. 


Suggestions of Postmaster. ° 

’ The following is a list of the sugges- 
tions that Postmaster Blodgett has pre- 
pared for the benefit of all senders of 
Christmas mail: 4 

|. Have your packages wrapped securely, but 
without sealing, in stout paper. These pack- 
ages are thrown into canvas sacks; the sacks 
are piled on top of each other, and your 
packages may be subjected to great weight 
over it and crushed, or when the sack is 
emptied it may be torn. 

2. See tkat your package is accurately 
weighed in order that the fuil amount 
of postage required may be affixed in stemps. 
Uniess fully prepaid it will not leave the 
Office. Hundreds of packages last Christmas 
were either delayed @t never reached their 
destination by being short paid. , 

Recoliect that postage is rated by ounces. 
Scales that do not weigh ounces will not 
give correct weight. Ample arrangements will 
be made at the postoffice for correoily weigh- 
"~ your packages. 

. Write your full addres, giving street and 
number, on the lower left-hand corner of your 
package, preceeded by the word ‘‘From,’”’ In 
this case if it is wromely addressed or short 
paid, you will be immediately notified by 
postal card, and can correct your error with- 
out delay. Otherwiee the addressee will be 
notified to eend the short postage. 

4. All printed matter, except newspapers and 
periodicals duly entere@ and including en- 
gravings, photographs, etc., are third-class 
and require | cent postage for every 2 ounces 
or fraction thereof. 

5. Newspapers, etc., regularlygentered as sec- 
ond-class matter, require | cent for every 4 
ounces, or fraction thereof. 

Merchandise requires {| cent for each ounce 
or fraction thereof. Packages: are limited to 
4 pounds in weight. 

. Any writing in these packages subjects 
them: to ‘Arst-class postag>, and renders the 
party Iiable to a fine. These packages are in- 
spected before leaving the office and should be

The Express ‘ Company 
Will Put Extra Force 
To Work. . » 


HE Southern Express Company is 
"T erevaring to handle the usyal extra 

rush of Christmas business. Local 
Agent A. Montgoflfiery. stated to a repre- 
sentative of The Constitution yesterday 
that he would have a much larger force 
than usual on duty during the days that 
business is heaviest and that he expects 
to both ship and deliver all packages 


promptly. 

In order ,that shippers may get their 
presents to the desired destinations 
time, Mr. Montgomery advises that they 
get them off a day or so earlier than they 
think necessary, so as to avoid the pos- 
sibility of late delivery oh account of 
missed connections or delayed trains. 

He also advises all shippers f be care- 
ful in wrapping and marking their pack- 
ages. In order that all may know how to 
do this he has issued a code of instructions 
to shippers. If this is followed Mr. Mont- 
gomery says he will have no troutfle 
keeping up with the business and prompt- 
ly forwarding all matter. He urges the 
matter of careful wrapping and marking 
and says that unless the company has 
the cooperation of shippers in this matter 
it will be impossible tu avoid delays. . The 
instructions issued by Mr. Montgomery 
are as follows: 

Articles of a fragile character should 
never be packed in paper boxes, but 6e- 
curely covered by wood. These should be 
marked conspicuously ‘‘giass.”’ 

No articles of jewelry or money should 
be inclosed in a freight pagkage, but sent 
under a seal through the money depart- 
ment, as the express company is not re- 
sponsible for such articles so concealed. 

The address of the consignee should be 
legibly marked on each package, penciled 
or brushed on each box, and should show 
the street number as well as the city or 
destination office. 

Shipper’s name should always show on 
every shipmert with their local address, 
all preceded by the word “‘from.”’ 

Shippers should not forget that articles 
of a light and frail character wrapped 
in paper will be declined, and such arti- 
cles put up in insecure boxes will subject 
them to a higher class and increase the 
rate. 

It should be remembered that every 
clerk at the express office will be very 
busy and cannot stop to wrap or address 
shipments, and shippers are especially 
requested to see that their packages are 
properly marked and ready for shipment 
before they reach the office. 

In marking packages pieces of letter pa- 
per, ervelopes or cards tacked on or 
pasted on packages should be*avoided, 
as they easily come off, and the pack- 


age goes astray.

FRANCHISE TAX BILL 


IN ITS COMPLETE.SHAPE 


O measure passed by the general 

assembly at its recent session is of 

more interest than the franchise 
tax bill. The measure was changed 
somewhat from its original shape after 
passing through both branches of the 
legislature. 
In answer fo numerous demands The 
Constitution this morning presents the 


bill as it was finally passed: 

A‘ bill to be entitled an act to provide ‘for 
and require the payment of taxes on franchises, 
and to describe the method for the return and 
payment of said taxes, 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the senate and 
house of representatives of the state of Geor- 
gia in general assembly met, the term ‘“‘spe- 
cial franchise’’ as used in this act shall in- 
clude every right and privilege exercised with- 
in thie state granted to any person, part- 
nership or corporation by the state or its 
authority, or by any county or county offi- 
cers or any municipal corporation or officers 
thereof, for the exercise of the power of emi- 
nent domain or for the use Of any Sublic 
highway or street or the land above or below 
any highway or street within the limits of 
said state, and every special right exervised 
within this state granted by charter, resolu- 
tion, by-laws, etatute or otherwise, whether 
under the laws of this or any other state, for 
thé exercise of any public service, such as the 
construction and operation of railroads equip- 
ped for steam, électricity, horse power, com- 
pressed air or otherwise, for the common car- 
rying of passengers or freight, the construction 
or operation of any plant or plants for the 
distribution and sale of gas, water, electric 
‘ights or power, steam heat, refrigerated air 
and other substances by means of wires, pipes 
or conduits made under or above any street, 
alley or highway, or the construction and oper-. 
ation of any telephone or telegraph plant, all 
righte to conduct wharfage, dockage or cran- 
ége business, the conduct of any express busi- 
ness or the operation of sleeping, paldte, din- 
ing or chair cars, all rights and privileges to 
construct, maintain or operate canals, toll- 
roads or toll-bridges, the right to carry on the 
business of maintaining equipment companies, 
navigation companies, freight or passetiger 
G@epots, and every other like special function 
dependent vpon the grant or public powers or 
privileges, not allowed by law to natural per- 
gons or involving the the performance of any 
public service, not igcluding the mere right 
to be a corporation by trading or manufac- 
turing. or other corporation exercising no spe- 
cial franchise above enumerated. 

Sec, 2. Be it further énacied, by the 4au- 
thority aforesaid, That on or before the let 
day of May in each and every year, every 
person, partnership or corporation holding or 
owning and exercising any special franchise or 
franchises within the state of Georgia, shail 
make a special return, sworn to by such per- 
son cr member of such partnership, or by the 
tresident, vice president or secretary of such 
corporation, to the comptroller general, stat- 
ing the velue of said franchises as exercised 
within this state, and particularly describing 
the same, accompanying said return with a 
certified Gopy of every statute, ordinance, teso- 
lution, contract or grant under and by au- 
thority of which said franchises are held, 
claimed or owned; provided, nevertheless, tha: 
where such certified copies have once been 
filed with or returned to said comptroller gen- 
eral, it shall not be necessary in any subse- 
quent annuel return to duplicate the same, 
but the same shall be considered returned by 
reference to the copies filed as required by this 
section. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That the comptrdiler gen- 
eral shall not be bound to accept the valua- 
tion assigned to such franchises in the return 
made, put it shall be his right and duty to 
review the samé, and in case of hie refusal to 
accept the return, the subsequent proceedings 
chall be in all particulars the same as are 
now provided by law in the case of his refusal 
to accept the returns made by railroad com- 
panies of their physical property, and said 
franchises shall ‘be taxed at the same rate as 
vther property upon the Value thereof as re- 
turned, or if the value returned is not ac- 
cepted, upon the value as above ascertained, 
the said tax to be levied and collected as now 
provided in case of tle property of railroad 
companid¢s. 

Sec. 4. Be it further énacted, by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That in the cases of all 
special franchises exercised bey: the limits 
of ohe municipality or county, as in the case 
of telegfaph or telephone -lines, or raiiroads or 
steamboats, the return provided for in the sec- 
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over which said railway or telegraph or tele- 
phone franchises or other special frarchises 
are exercised in each county and fn each mu- 
nicipal division within said state, in like man- 
ner as railroad companies now make returns 
of their physical property. ° 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That the valuations for tax- 
ation of such franchises in each county and 
municipality, in or through which said fran- 
chise is exercised, shall be apportioned to euch 
county and municipality as is now provided by 
the law for tHe apportionment of the personal 
property of railroad companies. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That the comptroller general 
shall certify to every such municipal corpora- 
tion, and the taxing authorities of every such 
county, the mame of every special] franchise 
taxable within such municipality or county, 
and the amount of taxes due on the sane to 
such municipal corporation or county as now 
provided by law in the case of railroads. 

Sec. / Be it et enacted, by the au- 
thority aforesaid, Th the taxes due tu each 
municipality or county on such franchises shal]! 
be collected and- enforced ae now provided 
by law in the case of other taxes due the same 
by railroad companies. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That any person, firm or 
corporation failing to make return of his spe- 
cial franchise, ag hereinbefore required, shall 
be Mable to danuble taxes thereon, in Hke man- 
ner as is provided by law in the case of 
failure to make return of other property. The 
value thereof to be assessed by the comptroller 
general from the best information accessiblé 
to him, and certified in like manner ag pro- 
vided in section 6 above.

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Qld Public Property Fund 
Question Comes Up in | 
New Shape. 


The supreme court has issued an order | 
directing the reargument of the case of 
Aaron Roff against the mayor and coun- 
cil of the town of Calhoun to be had on 
January 20, 1903. 

This case involves some interesting 
points, notgalone to the muni lity in- 
volved, because it brings up again the 


a part of the bonded debt. This was the 
issue in the famous public property fund 
mandamus case when a decision was 
rendered by the court, by a vote of four 
to two, that the interest was a part of the 
Gebt, and it was only through that de- 
cision that thé public property fund could 
be employed for paying the state’s inter- 
est. . 

The facts in thse case now under con- 
sideration are that when an effort was 
made to validate $5,000 of bonds is- 
sued by Calhoun for school purposes, an 
Objection was filed by Aaron Ruff, a 
citizen of Calhoun, who contended that ® 
the bonds were issued they would exceed 
the 7 per cent of all the taxable prop- 
erty, which is a limit fixed by the consti- 
tution on the issuance of bonds by any 
municipaliyt. Calhoun has already is- 
sued $12,300 bomds for building a wa- 
ter works system. , The present issue 
would make the total $17,500. Now 
7 per cent of the taxable property of the 
town amounts to $23,100. If the bonds 


no difficulty, but if the interest is to be 
included in the debt the issue would be 
greater, it is stated, than the limit fixed 
by constitutional provision. The ques- 
tion before the court, therefore, is prac- 
tically the same is that in the public 
property fund case, and is as to whether 
the principal! alone or the principal and 
interest together, constitute the bonded 
debt oz the town. 


Supreme Court’s Order. 

The bonds voted by the citizens of Cal- 
houn in thé last instance were validated 
by Judge George F. Gober, of the su- 
perior court of the Blue Ridge circuk, 
in spite of Roff’s objection, and an appeal 
was taken to the supreme court. The 
case was argued in October, but the 
court is not satisfied on several points, as 
stated, and has issued the following or- 


der for a reargument: i 
“In re, Aaron Roff v. Mayor and Council 
of Calhoun: It is ordered that this. case 
be reargued on Tuesday, January 20, 1908, 
at the conclusion of the criminal case 
specially set for that day, and all ques- 
tions made in the record, but especially 
on the following questions: In determin- 
ing whether a county or city has issued 
bonds in excess of the 7 per centum of the 
assessed value of all the property therein, 
is the 7 percentum to be determined 
by taking the principals of the bonds is- 
sued alone, or the principal and the past 
due interest at the date the question is 
to be determined or the principal and all 
the interest that is to accrue upon the 
bonds during Yager my at runs before 
maturity of the principal. 

ee ret noutnel be served, with copies of 


this order.”’ 
Might Affect Many Cities. 


The decision of the supreme court will 
be awaited in this case with a great deal 
of interest. Many cities and counties in 
the state have issued bonds practically 
up to their limit, and if it should be held 
that the interest on these bonds is @ part 
of the bonded debt, this limit would, in 
numerous instances be exceeded. 

Atlanta is preparing to, issue $800,000 of 
bonds if such an issue is ratified by the 
people, for water works and sewer pur- 
poses. It is not likely, however, that 
Atlanta’s total bonded indebtedness, in- 
terest and all, would exceed the 7 per cént 
of the city’s property as provided in the 
constitution, 

The section of the code containing this 
constitutional provision, refers to the 
“debt” to be created, and no¢ to the 
bonds to be issued, It says: 

Section 6892—The debt hereafter incur- 
red by any county, municipal corporation, 
or. political division of this state, except 
as in this constitution provided for, shail 
not exceed 7 per cent of the assessed 
value of all the taxable property therein, 
and no such county, municipal, or divis- 
ion shall incur any new debt, except for a 
temporary loan or loans to supply casual 
deficiencies of revenue, not to exceed one- 
fifth of one per centum of the assessed 
value of taxable property therein wita- 
out the assent of two-thirds of the quali- 
fied voters thereof at an election for that 

urpose, to be held as may be prescribed 
by law; but any city, the debt of which 
does not exceed 7 per centum of the as- 
sessed yalue of the taxable property at 
the timé of the adoption of this constitu- 
tion, may be authorized by law to in- 
crease at any time the amount‘of said 
debt 3 per cent upon such assessed valua- 
tion. 

The next section referring to the case 
which is 5894 says: 

“Any county, municipal corporation or 

Olitical division of this state which shall 

ncur any bonded indebtedness under the 
ot tegen of this constitution shall at or 

fore the time of so doing provide for 

the assessment and collection of an an- 
nual tax sufficient in amout to pay the 

rincipal and interest of said debt within 
00. years from the date of the incurring 
of safd indebtedness.’’

elected for the next year, and all of the 
county officers under control of the board 
with the exception of clerk will be elected. 

The terms of Chairman Forrest Adair, 
Walter R.. Brown and Captain Clifford 
l.. Anderson will expire at that time, 
The two former will vacate their seats, 
but Captain Anderson will continue 4s 
a member of the board, having been re- 
elected for amother term. The two new 
members who will assume their duties 
as commissioners are Colonel John B. 
Goodwin and Hubert L. Culberson. They, 
together with Captain Anderson, were 
eleeted at the recent state and county 
election, each for a term of four years, 

The present indications point to tne 
election of Judge E. B. Rosser to the 
chairmanship of the board. No other 
names are being mentioned in connection 
with the place, so far as is learned, and 
the probabilities are that Judge Rosser 
will be chosen without opposition. The 
éhairmanship is an important place, and 
@ great deal of interest attaches to the 
selection of the chairman. 

The full board, after the reorganization, 
will be composed as follows: Judge EL. 
B. Rosser, Judge H. E. W. Palmer, Cap- 
tain Clifford L. Anderson, Colonel John 
B. Goodwin, Hubert L. Culberson and 
Clerk Henry M.. Wood. The terms of 


Judge Rosser and Juage Palmer continue 


during the next two years. 

There ig little or practically no inter 
est in the eleetion of the various other 
officials, as there is no opposition and the 
indications are that they will all be re- 
elected. This election was scheduled for 
the meeting of October 3, but was post- 
poned until the January meeting on ac- 
count of the city primary. 

The offices affected by the election are 
superintendent of county public works, 
assistant superintendent, superintendent 
of alms house, county attorney, county 
physician, chief of county police and 
twelve county policemen, custodian of 
court house, engineer at county jail, night 
watchman at court house and clock 
winder. 

All of these offices are filled for ‘terme 
of one year, The term of the clerk of 
the board is two years. The reorganiza- 
tion and the various elections promise 
a busy session fom the board’s first meet- 
ing of the new year.

Cared for Caf and Dogs, but 
- Neglected. Herself 


Mrs. Emily Wareheim Found Dying 
from Lack.of Food, Surrounded 
by Many Fat Cats and 
Dogs—Over $5,000 Found 
in Her Room. 


New York, December 15.—With thou- 
sands of dollars within her reach Mrs. 
Emily Waréheim, an eccentric aged wom- 
an, was found in an East New York 
tenement dying from atarvation and ex- 
posure to which she succumbed a few 
hours later. Four half'starved cats and 
an emaciated dog were sitting about her 
bed. In the neighborhood of the house 
at No. 382 Osborn street, into which the 
woman moved séven months ago, there 
was a report that she was the widow of 
@ wealthy sea captain. 

So poorly and.so meanly did she live, 
however, that the neighbors grew to dis- 
believe the story of her wealth. She 
was seventy-five years old and very 
feeble. Her purchases from the stores 


in the neighborhood were few, and cats 


and dogs which she sheltered seemed to 
be fed far more liberally than the woman 
who befriended them. Mrs. Wareheim 
is known to have. gathered in as many 
as ten dogs and ten cats at a time. Often 
the boarders were not congenial, and the 
neighbors complained of the riotous pro- 
ceedings. 


On a bed was the woman half uncon-* 
scious, 


surrounded by the antmal refu- 
gees. Captain Gardener, of the Liberty 
avenue station, made a search of the 
house after he had eaused the woman 
to be taken in an ambulance to the Kings 
county hospital. 

Concealed in old clothing he found $37 
in bills and five bank books calling Yor 
more than $6,000. There were six trunks 
in the place, and on account of their 
weight the captain is of the opinion that 
they contain valuable curios gathered 
by Captain Wareheim. It is believed 
that there are money and securities also 
in the trunks. 

Evidences of, poverty were everywhere 
in the two rooms. The bed, a chair, a 
rickety table and two pails of coal .were 
the only furnishings. A hard loaf of 
bread was the only food. 

It was found when she arrived at the 
hospital] that sha was in the last stages 
of exhaustion. Ghe must have had no 
food for at least four days, and the 
spark of life was flickering out She 
died at 7 o'clock last evening.

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DEATH NOT CAUSED 
BY TAKING OPIUM 


Heart Failure Said To Be Cause of Si 
Shadden’s Death. 


W. J. ROGERS IS HELD 


Young Shadden Died at the Grady 
Hospital Yesterday Afternoon 
About 3:30 O’Clock—It Was 
Thought Death Was 
Caused by Opium. 


Si Shadden, a well-known young bus!- 
ness man, died at the Grady hospital 
yesterday afternoon at 3:30 o'clock. 

It was first given out yesterday that 
Mr. Shaddéen had died from the effect 
of an overdose of opium, but the hospital 
authorities when seen in the afternoon 
stated that they did not think nis death 
Was cauged from the opium, as it was 
more than twenty-four hours after taking 
the drug before he died. They assigned 
his death to hear failure. 

Mr. Shadden was placed in the polfce 
barracks Saturday by Call Officer Tibbs 
upon the request of the young m)in’s 
father. No charges were preferred 
against him, but he had been drinking 
and his father wanted him kept in safety 
until he fuuy recovered. 

Early Sund&iv morning Shadden asked 
one of the prisoners, W. SJ. Rogers, for 


a depressed feeling. Rogers gave him 
an opium pill ‘about 8 o'clock, another 
about 10 o’clock and still another about 12 
o’clock. Barly yesteraay morning Turn- 
key Bostwick found Shadden in his cell 
apparently._in a dying condition. The 
hospital ambulance was summoned and 
he was carried to the sanitarium. When 
first examined the physicians thought he 
was under the influence of some drug, as 
a black substance was issuing from his 
mouth. | 

He died about 3:30 o’clock. The police 
authorities were notified immediately 
and Chief Ball assigned Detectives Os- 
borne and Steint to work up the case, 
and.make investigation as to Rogers’ 
guilt. 
In the meantime Rogers had been re- 
feased from the barracks after paying 
his fine. About 2 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon Rogers came back to the police bar- 


| racks to get some whisky which he had 


left with the station sargeant, and Call 
Officer Chandler, who was also working 
on the case, placed him under arrest, tell- 
ing him that Shadden was in a very 
dangerous condition, and it was thought 
he would die from the effects of the drug 
which he had given him. 

Rogers was frightened and greatly agi- 
tated when he heard this. He told the 
officers that he had given Shadden the 
drug, but that it was only after he had 
begged for it. He gaid he did not think 
he had given him enough to injure him. 
He will be held pending further investi- 
gation. higers has for some time been 
in charge of the warp department of the 
Atlanta Woolen Mills, and lives at No. 
6 Bluff street. He says that he has been 


taking opium regularly for seven years. 


The boay of Shadden was taken to the 

undertaking parlors of Barclay & Bran- 
don and Coroner Stamps will hod an in- 
quest over it at 8 o’clock this morning. 
It was stated last night by friends of 
Mr. Shadden that the young man’s fath- 
er and his family wholly exonerated Rog- 
ers, ag young Shadden doubtless asked 
for something to relieve him, as stated, 
and that s.ogers had given it to him only 
after his insistance.

WHY IT WAS DONE 


Georsia Souther and Florida 


Company Subject fo a Fine, 


Charged with Violating Law by Ad- 
vancing Rates Without Consent 
of Florida Railroad Commis- 
sion—Notice Sent Out by 
the Commission. 


Tallahassee, Fla., December 15.—(Spe- 
clal.)j—A few days ago there was pub- 
lished in this correspondence a story to 
the effect that the Florida railroad com- 
mission had served notice on,the Georgia 


Southern and Florida Railway Company | 
to appear before the commission in this 


city on January 8, 188, and show cause 
why the said railway company should not 
be fined in a sum not exceeding $5,000 
for a violation of the railroad commission 
law and of rule 7 of the general rules 
adopted by the commission on February 
12, 1901, effective April 15, 1901, which pro- 
hibits railroads or common carriers doing 
business in the state of Florida, from 
increasing or advancing rates prescribed 
by the commission without first .consult- 
ing said commission and securing permis- 
sion. 

It seems that on the Ist day of No- 
vember last the Georgia Southern and 
Florida published a schedule of local 
freight rates which increased by about 20 
per cent the rates authorized by the com- 
mission. In doing this the company ig- 


nored the rulings of the commission en- | 


tirely and did not consult that body in 
any manner regarding the proposed 
change. This was such a flagrant viola- 
tion of the rules that the commission sent 
out the following notice to the Georgia 
Southern and Florida officials: 

“You are hereby notified of charges that 
you have, by your officers, agents and 
employees, been guilty of violation and 
disregard of chapter 4700 of the laws of 
Florida, and rule 7 of the general rules 
adopted by the railroad commissioners 
of the state of Florida February 12, 1901, 
effective April 15, 1901, which rule is as 
follows: 

‘**In no case shall any railroad or com- 
mon earrier doing business wholly or in 
part within the state of Florida advance 
or increase any special rate or other 
rates authorized or prescribed by the rail- 
road commission without first submitting 
the proposed increased rate or rates to 
the railroad commissioners and receiving 
their approval.’ In this, that you, on the 
Ist day of November, A. D. ‘1902, by pub- 
lishing, issuing and applying a schedule 
of local rates on freight, shown in your 
local freight tariff No. 14, did advance 
and increase local rates on freight pre- 
scribed and authorized by the railroad 
commission of the state of Florida for 
you, the said Georgia Southern and Flor- 
ida Railway Company, without first sub- 
mitting the proposed increased rates to 


} the railroad commissioners and receiving 


their approval. - 

‘“‘And the railroad commisioners of the 
state of Florida hereby give you notice 
that the said commissioners will meet in 
their office in the city of Tallahassee, 
Tia., on the 8th day of January, A. D. 
1908, at 9 o’clock a. m. to consider and 
take action upon said charges, and that 
you, the said Georgia Southern and Flor- 
ida Railway Company, shall then and 
there have an opportunity to be heard by 
said commissioners and to show cause, if 
any you have, why the said commission- 
ers should not fix and impose upon you 4 
penalty for not more than $5.000.”’ 

' As will be'seen by the above order, the 
commission has the power to fine the rail- 
road company in any sum not exceeding 
$5,000. The notice to appear and answer 
the charges preferred against the Geor- 
gia Southern and Florida has had the ef- 
fect of bringing the officials of that road 


to time in short order, as will be seen by 


the following notice sent out by the traf- 
fis department of the road from head- 
quarters in Macon, Ga., to ail Mlorida 
agents: . 

“Effective December 15, agents are in- 
structed to discontinue the use of table C 
in Local Tariff No. 13, showing rates be- 
tween. points in the state of Fiorida. To 
and from points between Jennings, Fia., 
and Palatka, Fla., inclusive, use Table B, 
as shown in Georgia Southern and Flori- 
da Local Tariff No. 12. Between points in 
Florida on the old Atlanta, Valdosta and 
Western dailway, use Table B, as shown 
in Atlantic, Valdosta and Western Local 
Tariff No. 4. If you have not these tar- 
iffs in your possession wire this office for 
rates.’’ 

This action, while restoring old rates 
does not end the matter. The railroad 
has violated the rules of the commission. 
It advanced freight rates at least 20 per 
cent all along the line, without even ask- 
ing ,permission to do so. The mere fact 
of their discontinuing the new rates and 
substituting the ones authorized by the 
commission does not exempt them from 
the penalty any more than a criminal 
saying he is sorry for his crime will ex- 
empt him from punishment. 

The order from the gommission still 
stands, and the Georgia Southern and 
Florida railway officials will have to ap- 
pear before the commission at the speci- 
fied time and answer the charges pre- 
ferred against them.

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HOLIDAY TRAVEL 
WILL BE HEAVY 


All Roads Preparing To Handle Recard 
Breaking Crowds. 


WILL NEED ALL EQUIPMENT 


Western Lines Will Bring In Many 
Visitors for Christmas Season. 
College Business This Week. 
Other Railway News, 
of Interest. 


All the railroads entering Atlanta ate 
now preparing to handle the holiday 
travel. One of the biggest movements 
of recent years is expected and all avail- 
able equipment is being put where it can 
be thrown into use as emergencies re- 
quire, 

The regular holiday rates will not be in 
effect until Tuesday, December 23, but the 
rates for the use of college students are 
determined by the time of the closing of 
the different educational institutions. 
Nearly the whole of this travel in this 
section will be handled during the. latter 
part of this week. “Most of the schools 
will close for the holidays on Friday and 
that day and the next will give the ralil- 
roads nearly all the travel of this class 
that they will get until the institutions 
open for the spring. 

By reason of its central tocation At- 
lanta gets a large share of this travel. 
Fully 50 per cent of the stitients of each 
of the big institutions of the state pass 
through Atlanta while traveling to and 
from. their homes. 

When the open rates go into effect the 
number of. passengers handled will take 
a big jump and all the roads will be 


crowded to their fullest vapacity. A great 
deal of this travel is for short distances, 


but on the other hand much of it is for 


distances far greater than is generally 
imagined. eae 

The western lines always do a big pas- 
senger business at this season of the 
vear. Texas and the other southwestern 


states have a large population originally 
from this section, and every year great 


numbers of these people return for a visit 
of a few days to their old homes during 
the Christmas season. Nearly all the 
business of this class for points in Geor- 
gia and the Carolinas pass through At- 
lanta. 

The prospects for a heavy business are

On petition of Kelly Bros., Judge J. H. 
Lumpkin, in the superior ,court, has ap- 
pointed Sheriff John W. Nelms temporary 
receiver for the business of E. H. Fried, 
a merchant at 99 Alexander street. The 
case has a spicy tinge, Kelly Bros. al- 
leging that Fried executed a mortgage on 
April 8 to B. F. Goldberg for the purpose 
of hindering, delaying and defrauding his 
creditors. 

It is alleged that the mortgage was kept 
off of the records until December 5, and 
that on December 10 Goldberg foreclosed it | 
and had an execution levied by Deputy 
Sheriff N. A. Chastain. The property is 
now in possession of the sheriff. 

Judge Lumpkin ordered Sheriff Nelms 
to sell.the property and hold the proceeds 
until further order of the court. The 
case was set for a hearing on December 
19, and in the meantime Fried and Gold- 
berg are restrained from interfering with 
the assets or altering their status. 

The petitioners claim that Fried is in- 
debted to them in the sum of $115.53, the 
debt being created since the execution of 
the mortgage. They allege they extend- 
ed credit to the merchant on the strength 
of his ownership of the stock of goods 
and that. they had no notice of the mort- 
gage until December 9. The mortgage is 
said to have been given for an alleged 
debt of $500. It is claimed that Gold- 
berg knew the facts in the case when 
he tock the mortgage and that it is null 
and void. The bill was filed by Attorney 
James lL. Key.

TOTEST YALIDIT 


OF AMENDMENT 


Interes‘ing Case in the Federal 
Court at Macon 


Suit for Damagés Brought by Citi- 
zens of Eastman—What the Pe- 
tition Recites—Denies Power 
of Officers To Use Force 
on Blind Tigers.

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, 
Macon, Ga., December 16. 

Once more the validity of the fourteenth 
amendment, a post-bellum paragraph or 
two of the United States constitution, is 
to be tested in the courts of Georgia, and, 
{f necessary, will be carried into that 
great law building in the national capital 
where the supreme court of the nation 
holds its sessions. 

In the circuit court of the United States 
for the western division of the southern 
district of Georgia, late this afternoon, 
Henry Donaldson and Henry Peacock, 
citizens of Dodge county, at one time do- 
ing business in the town of Eastman, filed 
a suit against C. H. Peacock and others, 
all officials of ine state courts, for $2,000. 

The petition for damages as transcribed 
on the record books in the United States 
clerk’s office here contains something over 
three thousand words. and is in the in- 
teresting and novelistic language of the 
Hon. John R. Cooper, whose every declar- 
ation is replete with terse and entertain- 
ing lines. An even dozen paragraphs com- 
yose his complaint, He begins. with the 
A section, reciting the names of the 
officers of the government who have in- 
fringed upon the rights of his clients,. 
Donaldsen and Peacock. Then he repeats 
an act of the general assembly of Geor- 
gia of 1899 relative to the abatement of 
nuisances, in which references to ‘blind 
tigers, where spirituous, malt vr intox- 
icating liquors are served in violation of 
the low.” The act cited further asserts 
that officers of the stite have the right 
to use force in entering questionable 
places. This portion of the act is de- 
nied the state officers by attorney 
Cooper’s papers. 

Contents of Petition. 

The papers attached to the petition filed 
today show that Judge Roberts, of the 
superior court of that jurisdiction, acting 
under the section of Georgia, which is 
dlleged to be wholly against the consti- 
tution of the United States, granted the 
officers of the state the right to force 
their way into Donaldson’s place, where 
they not only seized his stock of liquors, 
but broke up his fixtures end furniture and

Says Prisoners Are Herded Like 
Sheep, Fed on Poor Food and the 
Jails Reek with Vermin. 

Sick and Healthy Men 
in Same Cell.

Montgomery, Ala., December 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The biennial report of Dr. Shirley 
Bragg, physician member of the board 
of convict fmspectors, made public to- 
day, deals with the county jail problem 
with extreme severity. In many of these 
jails he says, the condition beggars 
description. Prisoners are herded like 


}sheep—no ventilation. no sanitation, no 


bath, no change of clothing, reeking with 
filth and covered with vermin, and fed on 
the roughest and poorest food. Prisoners 
with constitutional and contagious 4di- 
seases are put in the same cell with 
healthy men. and [{t Is a common occur- 
rence for the latter to cime out mental 
and physical wrecks. Prisoners come to 
the penitentiary from the jails with their 
death certificates {in their hands. Many 
go at once to the hospitals and spend 
their whole time there, and this is espe- 
cially so with those from the Jefferson 
county fall at Birmingham. Thfs picture, 
he says, is mild. He recommends that 
no county convict be worked in the mines. 
and all be kept in the county of convc- 
tion. The practice is universal of impos- 
ing a small fine and a long cost bill to 
be worked out, and many are thus sent 
up for frivolous offenses just for the 
fees. Boys dying: with tuberculosis and 
old men dying with senile debility are 
put to hard labor.

MINERS BRING 
CASE 10 CLOSE 


Only One More Witness Will 
Be Presented by Them 


Commissioners Talk of Child Labor. 
‘ Girl Who Works in Silk Mills 
at Night Provoked Dis- 
cussion—Gray Blames 
Her Fatherr. 


Scranton, Pa., December 15.—The mine 
workers, after occuppying nineteen days 
in presenting about 160 witnesses, closed 
their case before the anthracite coal 
strike commission late this afternoon, 
excepting that they will call one import- 
ant wintness tomorrow morning. 

The afternoon session was one of the 
most important sittings the commission 
has yet held, because the question of 
whether the close relationship of the 
coal carrying railroads with the mining 
companies shall figure in the commission's 
effort to adjust the controversy, came 
squarely before the arbitrators. The de- 
cision of the commission, if Chairman 
Gray’s remarks can be so called, was 
Laefly this: 

That the commision, in a general way, 
is averse to widening the scope of the 
investigation beyond the terms of the 
submissions of the miners and the opera- 
tors; ‘that in carrying on the investiga- 
tion it assumes the coal companies can 
afford to pay fair wages and tanat ‘if a 
business cannot pay fair wages, the em- 
ployer ought to get out of it. 

The mine workers depended a geat deal 
on the evidence they had to present, to 
show that the coal carrying railroads 
control the coal companies, and that, the 
railroads caarge exorbitant and discrimi- 
nating freight rates, thus greatly decreas- 
ing the revenues of the mining proper- 
ties, The miners wanted to present this 
evidence in documentary form, but as 
objection was made to it and sustained 
by the commission with the above rul- 
ings, the matter was not pressed. 

Several little girls employed in silk mills 
were called to the witness stand during 
the day,.and as a result Chairman Gray 
plainly gave his opinion of parents who 
send their children to work at.a tender 
age. Annie Deaks, aged 13 years, said she 
worked at night from 6:30 o’clock until 
6:30 o’clock in the morning. She had to 
stand up all night during her work, and 
received 65 cents a night. When the gir] 
said ghe was employed at night every 
member; of the commission seemed to be 
shocked. Judge Gray appeared especialiy 
indignant. He asked her where her father 
worked, and she told him in the mines. 
The. girl also told the number of persons 
in the family, and finally Judge Gray 
said he would like to see the father. 

“I would like to see the fathers of these 
girls,” he repeated: “It may be a ne- 
cessity to send them to the mills, but I 
don’t think a father has a right to coin 
the flesh and blood of his children into 
money. It's an outrage. I would like to 
see what Instincts he has.” The chair- 
man of the commission spoke with much 
feeling, and his views apparently received 
the approval of the other commissioners. 

Mr. Darrow, for the miners, said it was 
not altogether the fault of the parents, 
but the employers are to blame for not 
paying wages enough to permit a man to 


keep his children tn school. Judge Gray 
replied: 

“That may be, but there are miners 
who receive enough , pay to erable thei 
to keep their children out of the work 
house.”’ 

Judge iGray inquired as to the law in 
Pennsylvania regarding child labor at 
right. One statute was found which par- 
tially covered the case, and the chair- 
man remarked that it seemed as though 
the statutes ¢f Pennsylvania, in this part 
of the state, do not seem to bother any 
one.

Florida’s Regulations for the 
Record of Analysis of 
Fertilizers. 


Tallahassee, Fla., December. 15,—(Spe- 
cial.)—Commissioner of Agriculture B. E. 
McLin\has issued the following notice 
to all.manufacturers, importers and deal- 
ers in fertilizers, and such materials as 
come under, the fertilizer laws of the 
state of Florida: 

“After careful consideration I have de- 
cided to issue the following general or- 
ders, to take effect January 1, 1903: 

Order No. 1. 

“Section 6 of the fertilizer law, approv- 
ed May 22, 1901, requires that all manu- 
facturers or dealers shall file their oath 
of analysis with the commissioner of ag- 
riculture annually. In order to prevent 
confusion as to the dates when oaths 
expire, it is ordered that all oaths be 
filed between the ist and 15th of January, 
1908, and subsequent years the same. Any 
oaths heretofore filed, or that may be 
filed prior to that date named, will be 
regarded as void January 1, 1903. For any 
néw brands of goods, or new firms enter- 
ing this territory for business during the 
year, after January 15th of each year, 
the oath of analysis will continue in force 
until January 1 of the next year and no 
longer.

fin the United States court this morning 
Judge Newmaf will hand down a decis- 
ion in tae case.of the Coca-Cola Company 
against H. A. Rucker, collector of in- 
ternal revenues, with reference to the 
motion of the company which asked that 
a verdict be directed by the court on the 
grounds of previous adjudication. 

Judge Newman stated from the bench 
yesterday that this opinion would be 
rendered today. Tae case is an inter- 
esting one and the suit involves some- 
thing likd $38,000 principal and interest, 
which the compdny claims should be re- 
funded to it from war tax levied on the 
ground that coca-cola was a proprietary 
medicine. The company set up the plea 
that it was a beverage and not a medi- 
cine, 

In a former suit the company won and 
now alleges that the present case ig iden- 
tical with that already adjudicated, Coun- 
sel for the government, on the other 
hand, contends that the preparation is a 
medicine and deny that the two cases 
are the same, alleging that tone formula 
of the coca-cola now sold is not the 
same as of that involved in the former 
suit. 

In addition the government also alleges, 
as a point of law, “that the principle of 
res adjudicata does not apply to tax ques- 
tions, nor to the taxing power, nor to 
the fiscal operations of the government, 
nor to tae war revénue act of June, 1898,

Dickinson Denies Right of Govern- 
ment To Assert Cause of Indi- 
viduals — Judge Says the 
Government Is Right 
in Interceding. 


Chicago, December 16.—Argument for 


& temporary injunction restraining fourteen 


railroads from cutting rates in violation 
of the Sherman ard interstate commerce 
acts was begun in the United States <ir- 
cuit court of appeals today, Judge Gross- 
cup, of Chicago, and Judge Phillips, of 
Kansas City, sitting en banc. ~ 

General Counsel J. M. Dickinson, of the 
Illinois Central road, made a long argu- 
ment on behalf of*the railroads. The de- 
cision in the Debs case was frequently re- 
ferred to in the arguments by counsel 
for both sides. Mr. Dickinson declared 
the ruling made in that 
was extraordinary and suit- 
ed to an extraordinary crisis, but he 
insisted that the application of the de- 
cision should not be made commonplace. 

At one point Judge Grosscup interrupted 
the argument by asking ‘if the majori- 
ty of shippers along a certain line of 
railway are descriminated against and 
driven out of business, are not the hun- 
dresis of farmers along the same line in- 
jured by having to sell their products to 
only one purchaser?’ 

“That point seems to lie outside this 
bill,” replied Mr. Dickinson, ‘‘though lI 
admit that the wrong is sufficiently set 
forth as to grain shippers.”’ 

“But who can assert the right of all 
these farmers if not the government 
under the interstate commerce act?’ ask. 
ea Judge Grosscup. ; 

“They can assert it themselves,”’ was 
the reply of Mr. Dickinson. “They can 
epply for an injunction against a repe- 
tition*of a wrong.” 

“Is that not the very ground on which 
the government interferes? Does not the 
attorney general ask injunctions here 50 
that all these individuals will not be com- 
pelled to bring separate actions?’ inquired 
Judge Grosscup. 

Mr. Dickinson @id not answer this ques- 
tion directly. ‘‘That is a question that 
will have to be adjudicated,”’ he said. 

District Attorney Bethea, for the gov- 
ernment,’ talked for a short time before 
the adjournment, answering briefly the 
points raised by the railroad attorneys. 


POOLE TO DISTRICT SCHOOLS. 


Experiment Farm Work Must Be 


Practiced or No Appropriation. 

Montgomery, Ala., December 16,—(Spe- 
cial.)—Hon. R. R. Poole, commissioner of 
agriculture and industries, has written 
an exceedingly interesting letter to the 
presidents of all the agricultural district 
schools, of which there are nine. The let- 
ter is mild and polite, but firm, and is 
intended to let the schools know that un- 
less they bring up their agricultural 
features their rations from the state 
treasury will be cut off. Each school 
gets from the fertilizer tag tax fund $2,- 
600 per annum, and this appropriation is 
accompanied with a plain and express 
provision of law that at least $500 of it 
must be expended on the experiment 
farm work. From the beginning the 
practical agriculture, or experiment farm, 
feature of most of the schools has been 
rather a joke and the source of no end 
of war on the schools themselves, which 
have been under fire in every legisla- 
ture.

THE COLUMBUS COUNCIL 


He Avtuces to Railroad, Gas, Water 
and Other Matters of Interest to 
City — Wynnton Store Is 
Burglarized — Chief 
Pearce Goes In. 


Columbus, Ga., December 15.—(Special.) 
A new administration in city affairs be- 
gan tonight, when the old bogrd of alder- 
men adjourned ‘sine die, and the board 
of 198 took the oath of office. The al- 
dermen sworn in tonight were: BE. P. 
Dismukes, J. D:. McPhgil, Max Banner, 
T. EF. Mitchell, N. L. Dadley, W. J. 
Hartman, W. C. Lawrence and R. R. 
Welland. Of these gentlemen all were 
members ofthe retiring board except 
Dr. T. E. Mitchell, N. L. Dudley and R. 
Weiland. ' . 

Mayor Chappell’s annual message to 
council was an unusually strong docu- 
ment, treating of the marked commercial 
and industrial development of Columbus 
during the year, in a general way, and 
referring ir detail to the work of the sev- 
eral city departments. The receipts of 
the citv during the year have been $231,- 
744.77: the expenditures, $218,845.26; leav- 
ing the balance on hand $12,899.57. The 
expenses of running the city in 1902 were 
greater than in a number of years. The 
present tax rate is $1.20, and Mayor Chap- 
peli recommends that this rate be not in- 
creased. 

The Columbus Gasworks. 

In Mayor Chappell’s message the fol- 
lowing suggestion is made: ; 

‘‘In view of the fact that the Columbus 


Railroad Company has recently leased 4 | 


portion of its lines in. the city of Co- 
lumbus to the Seaboard Air Line rail- 
way. and the further fact that there are 
rumors of an effort on the part of said 
Columbus Railroad Company to obtain 
control of the ‘rights and franchises of 
the Columbus Gas Company, I recom- 
mend that the city attorney be requested 
to submit to this board his opinion as to 
whether or not a corporation having been 
granted free of charge a franchise to 
use the streets of Columbus, has the 
right to sell or lease said franchise or any 
part thereof without first obtaining the 
consent of the city of Columbus.”

One thing 
seems certain—if. the plant.jis ever sold 
it will take a big price to get it.

British Red Tape. 


London Truth: A country clergyman 
sends me a curiosity of red tape for 
which Queen Anne’s bounty is responsi- 
ble—or rather, was responsible, for the 
document is some years old.

AUTOMATIC GAUGE FOR RIVER. 


One Put in the Tennessee River at 
Chattanooga. 

Knoxville, Tenn., December 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The automatic river gauge which 
was installed at Chattanooga Saturday is 
the second to be used in the United 
States. The first was put in here in 
Knoxville by W. M. Fulton, who is pro- 
fessor of metecrology at the University 
of Tennessee, and who is also weather 
observer here. Professor Fulton is a son 
of President Fulton, of the University of 
Mississippi. T..e device is operated by 
electrical means. It records the stage of 
the water in the river. The float on the 
surface of the water is attached to a 
line whicn passes over a pulley and this 
pulley is corinected with a device that 
by means of resistance causes tne varia- 
tions in the positions of the float to be 
recorded on a chart at the office end of 
the wire. 

Professor Fulton's machine hag t..e a 
proval of the weathér bureau chief Pn 
Washington, and it may come into gen- 
eral use. It is a very simple apparatus.

‘Three sessions of ths superlor court 
were held, the last being tonight. One 
hundred and fifteen jurors were called 
out of 310 summoned for the case, but 
enly eleven were secured. Seldom has 
gach difficulty in securing a jury been 
encountered. The evidence against the 
‘Yotters is purely circumstantial and 
many go off for cause. 

Pleas of not guilty were entered by 
the defendants when they were called 
for trial upon the charge of the mur- 
der of Taylor, the state, for some reason

killing of the servant rather than the 


master. 

Dramatic to a degree was the denial 
@ade by Judge H. D. D. Twiggs on be- 
half of the defendants of the publica-

Fear- 
ing the influence of such a story upon 
the day set for the trial, the defense 
had thought of asking a change of venue, 
but this purpose was abandoned and a 
simple denial was made.

The defendants’ counsed, on the other 
hand, say they have disclosures to make 
during the trial that will establish the 
imnocence of their clients. It is also said 
that facts may be brought out that will 

efx the guilt upon others than the Pot- 
ters. 

Solicitor General W. W. Osborne will 
“eonduct the case for the state. while the 
Potters will be represented by Twiggs 
& Oliver. assisted by Walter W. Shep- 
pard. Judge Twiggs is one of the most

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For twq daye the authorities were in 
the dark after discovering the crime. The 
only theory that they could evolve was 
that tae men had come to their death at 
the hands of pot hunters, who bore an en- 
mity toward Bourquin because of ‘ais re- 
lentless prosecution of all who poached on 
his land. He owned extensive tracts, and 
the rigid protection he gave his game mac: 
any who sought it sure to find all they 
could shoot. But they would likewise 
find Bourquin, who, armed with a gun, 
would order them off his land, or arrest 
taem and turn them over to the law. 

Ten years ago Bourquin shot and killed 
@ man who was hunting on his land. For 
this he was put on trial and was ac- 
quitted. It was thought possible that 
gome friend of the man he killed ten 
years ago had paid him off by a visita- 
tion of the same fate that had befalien 
Bourquin’s victim. 

Two days after the killing there was a 
complication. A negro named Joe Miller 
was arrested as an escaped convict. An 
hour after his arrest he declared that he 
had murdered Bourquin and the negro. 
He varied his story from time to time, 
however, and named a spot that was 
miles away from the place where tho 
bodies were found as that upon which he 
fad done the deed. He implicated a man 
whom he called “Snapp,” saying this 
white man, whom he had met on the road, 
pointed out Bourquin, gave him a gun 
and shells and promised him $2 to kill 
tae planter. He had complied, shooting 
the white man with one barrel and the 
negro with the other. . 

Considerable attention was given the 
story of Miller for a time, but presently 
the detectives and the solicitor general 
turned to other evidence. Stories of 
tareats made by Potter against Bourquin 
were heard, and an investigation follow- 
ed. It was learned that bad blood had 
existed between the men for years, and 
there was proof of the threats that Pot- 
ter had made. Potter and his son ‘nave 
both been engaged in hunting and selling 
their game, and this fact, coupled with 
the suspicion that pot hunters were im- 
plicated in tae shooting, had its weight. 
At any rate, there Was enough evidence 
adduced before the grand jury to secure 
an indictment against father and son. It 
is related-that on one occasion they met, 
Bourquin was unarmed, while Potter had 
a shotgun. Bourquin began cursing Pot- 
ter, who raised hig gun and covered ais 
adversary. Despite the threat of tho 
levelled weapon, Bourquin continued to 
curse Potter. The latter finally relin- 
quished his evident purpose to gaoot and 
left the spot; 

Potter showed anything save regret 
when he learned that Bourquin had been 
killed. It is asserted that ‘ae made the 
statement that, if the murderers were 
apprehended, he would contribute $10 to- 
ward a fund for his defense.

LABOR IN MILLS 


Commissioner of Labor of North 
Carolina Urpes Legislation 


That No Child Under Twelve Years 
of Age Be Permitted To Work 
in Factories—For Compul- 
sory Education—General 
Carolina News. 


Raleigh, N. C., December 15.—(Special.) 
State Commissioner Varner will gay in 
his letter transmitting his annual report 
to Governor Aycock that he urges the en- 
actment of labor legislation as follows: 

1. That no child under 12 years of age 
be permitted to work in any factory, un- 
less a widowed mother er totally disabled 
father is dependent upon” the labor of 
/such child and has no other means of 
support; that no child under 10 be em- 
ployed under any cirtumstances; that no 
child not so employed be permitted to re- 
main in any factory, idle or at work in 
any capacity; that no child sayy 12 
and 14 be permitted to work in any fac- 
tory unless he or she can read and write. 
The provision of the last clause should be 
made effective at a stated time, in order 
that children between 12 and 14 might 
have an opportunity to meet its require- 
ments. 

2. That no child under 14 be permitted 
to work in any factory between 7 p. m. 
and 6 @ m. 

3. That eleven hours shall constitute 
the maximum day’s work in this state for 
all manufacturing establishments. 

4. That school ‘districts, townships or 
counties be permitted to adopt compulsory 
education by a majority vote of the qual- 
ified voters. 

If possible a law shouldbe made provid- 
ing a severe penalty for the father who 
puts his children in the factory and idles 
away his time in drinking and creating 
dissensions among the workers, and pro- 
viding Only the bare necessaries of life 
out of the hard-earned wages of his chil- 
dren that he may have the more with 
which to gratify his depraved appetite 
and passions. 

As yet no steps have been tagen regard- 
ing the state’s representation at the St. 
Louis exposition. North Carolina has the 
advantage, which no other state in the 
south has, of being able at a week’s no- 
tice to make up a great exhibit from its 
state museum. 

Charter Granted. 

A charter is granted by the state to the 
Hiddenite Granite Company, with $100,000 
capital, which will have its quarries near 
Hiddenite, in Alexander county. 

Julian S. Carr, who is the chairman of 
the committee to raise funds for 
a statue nere of Sir Walter Raleigh, 
made an appeal to the public schoo] chil- 
dren to contribute money on North Caro- 
lina day, which was the day before 
Thanksgiving, but as yet not as much as 
$12 has been reported as thus raised. It 
come pretty clear now that the tobac- 

co interests in the country will—have to 
be appealed to to raise this fund. 

The general education board makes a 
gift of $15,000 to the State Normal and In- 
dustrial] college for women, at Greens- 
boro, conditioned upon the raising of $7,500 
by that institution. 


Negro Indorsed. by Democrats. 

Some of the democrats of Wilson have 
signed indorsements of the good character 
of Samuel Vick, the negro postmaster 
there.

FIGHT ANTI-LOTTERY LAW.. 


Two Cases Are Before United States 
Supreme Court. 

Washington, December jj.—In_ the 
United States supreme court today argu- 
ments was begun in the cases of Cham- 
pion and Francis and others, both against 
the United States and both involving the 
question as to whether the anti-lottery 
law is a violation of the interstate com- 
merce clause of the constitution. 

In the Champion case lottery tickets 
were taken from Texas to Chicago by 
express, and in the Francis case they 
were transported across the Ohio river 
from Kentucky to Cihcinnati, Ohio. 

The two cases were heard together, W. 
D. Guthrie, of New York, and Miller 
Outcalt appearing for Champion and 
Francis and Assistant Attorney General 
Beck for the government. The argument 
will be concluded tomorrow by ex-Sec- 
retdry John G. Carlisle for Champion 
and Francis. The present argument is 
the third jn the Champion case and the 
second in the Francis case.
